HE dispatch received on Dec. 15 at the 
Japanese Legation from Tokio stated that 
one of the torpedo-boats that took part in 
the attack upon the Sevastopol was missing. 

The bow of-the Sevastopol sank so that her 
torpedo-tubes were submerged. A telegram 
from Tokio says that a number of officers and 
thé whole of the crews of the Japanese destroyers 
volunteered for the attack on the Sevastopol. In 
the face of a driving suowstorm and heavy seas, 
the flotilla separated, and the individual com- 
manders attacked independently. “The decks of 
the torpedo-boats were coated with ice, and the 
men suffertd acutely from the cold. The Russians 
resorted to the most drastic precautions to pro- 
tect the battle-ship. They dropped torpedo-nets 
and shielded the Sevastopol’s bows with a specially 
constructed wooden framework boom, composed 
of logs and iron, bound together with cables and 
heavy chains interlaced and entangled. ` From 
the surface of the water hangs a deep, curtain 
made of torpedo-nets taken from the’ sunken

The Sunken Fleet: Stoessel's Report. 


A dispatch sent to the Petit Journal from 
St. Petersburg says: “A report from General 
Stoessel is stated to have arrived at Tsarskoe 


Selo declaring that all the ships of the Port 
Arthur squadron are in perfect condition in their 
lower works. A month ago the watertight com- 
partments were purposely filled with water. 
When half Submerged, the vessels sustained the 
plunging fire of the Japanese, which destroyed 
he upper works, leaving the engines intact. 
The guns had probably been taken ashore. 
The list mentioned in the Japanese reports is 
to be attributed to the position of the ships, 
which, having been 
by that very fact swayed to one side according 
to the current. If Port Arthur were captured the 
squadron could be destroyed by the Russians."’

Renewed Attack on the Land Defences. 

On Dec. 15 it was reported that the Japanese 
were moving against the western forts. A 
Shanghai telegram to the Morning Post states 
that the Japanese began another attack on the 
defences of Port Arthur on Tuesday. 

The Missing Port Arthur Attaches. 

Interviews were published on Dec. 16 with 
officials nt the Ministry of Marine on the fate 
of Lieutenant de Cuverville, the French Naval

terious circumstances. It is stated that inform- 
ation from the Attachés at Tokio, from the 
French Consuls at Chifu and Shanghai, and also 
Russian official reports, agree in discrediting the 
rumour that the Attachés were killed’ by shots 
from a Japanese war-ship.

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The impression prevailing at the Ministry of 
Marine is that the two Attachés were murdered 
by pirates, those waters being notoriously 
infested by Chinese and Korean sea-robbers. 


The Cruiser ‘‘ Askold ": Russian 
Denial. 

A Shanghai telegram to the Morning Post says 
that the commander of the Askold denies that 
he intends to escape. He admits that six hun- 
dred tons of coal have been taken on board the 
cruiser, but declares that ten tons a day are 
needed for her ordinary use. A telegram from 
Paris states: ‘The telegram received in. St. 
Petersburg to the effect that the cruiser Askold 
was preparing to escape from Shanghai does not 
obtain credence, as even an attempt to escape 
would constitute an outrage to Chinese neu- 
trality, which Russia has every desire to protect. 

The Situation at the Sha-ho. 

A telegram from St. Petersburg to the Petit 
Parisien says: ** According to dispatches from 
Mukden, the Japanese have within thf last few 
days designed à turning movement to the west, 
but the Russian cavalry easily drove back the 
enemy to the left bank of the Kouen-ho. 
Marshal Oyama is said to be reinforcing his 
army on the east. Fifteen thousand men, with 
sixteen guns, are reported to be at Tsian-chan 
and Seiyamatse, threatening General Rennen- 
kampf's forces. The Japauese appear to have 
removed the bulk of their forces from their lines 
at Yentai." 

A St. Petersburg telegram to the Standard says 


that according ‘to information derived from 
official sources there, the Russian forces in 


Manchuria are not likely to make any offensive 
movement until “the middle of February. 
General Kuropatkin, will then have a sufficient 
number of troops to. justify an attempt to turn 
the Japanese right flank. A frontal attack, it 
is said, is out of the question, as the loss of life 
would be appalling. 

The Russians have three lines of fortifications 
round Mukden. ‘The first consists of temporary 
defence works along the line of the Sha-ho; 
the second and third of permanent forts, pro- 
vided with siege«guns, of which a large number 
have recently arrived at Mukden from Russia.

I 
am moved to make this request from high esteem 
for our brave heroes who, after glorious fightin 
with your force, lie wounded in the hospital« 
under the Red Cross. Among these heroes nre 
some Japanese wounded. I avail myself of this 
opportunity to convey to you the assurance of 
my high respect. 

Accompanying this letter was anbdther from 
General Stoessel to General Nogi, saying— 

I hereby. entrust the bearer, M. Barashoff, 
Huntmaster to the Emperor, and Superintendent 
of the: Red Cross Hospitals, to negotiate with 
your Excellency in order to remove the hospitals 
outside the dangerous zone during the bombard - 
ment. It is needless to say that we recognise 
your right to promote the success of your 
operations, 

Pencilled on the envelope was: “ Barashoft 
will come to the same placeon the afternoon of 
the 16th, to receive your reply." 

General Nogi reports that he sent Major Saito, 
accompanied by Professor Ariga and an in- 
terpreter, to Salichiao to deliver the reply, which 
was nccompguied by the following letter to 
General Stoessel— 

I have the honour to assure you that the 
Japanese Army, respecting humanity nud 
treaties since the beginning of the siege, і: з 
never purposely directed shells agninst build- 
ings or vessels flying the Red Cross flag. The 
greater part of the fortress is invisible from our 
gun positions, and, as you know, shells do not 
always reach the place they are aimed at, espe- 
cinlly as, owing to your long and brave resist- 
ance, the deviation of our guns is becoming 
greater and greater. Thus, with the grente-t 
regret, we are unable to guarantee that our 
shells shall reach the places aimed at. I avail 
myself of the opportunity to convey to your 
Excellency the assurance of my highest respect.

HE KING AND QUEEN.—King Edward 
and Queen Alexandra concluded their visit to 
Culford Hall, Bury St. Edmunds, last Saturday 
morning. ‘Their Majesties journeyed to St. Pancras

The King aud Queen will remain in town till the end of 
the week. 


Army and Navy Items. — The transport Sicilia 
left Southampton last Saturday for India, taking out drafts 
ofthe Scots Greys, 14th Hussars, Royal Lancaster Regi- 
ment, Somerset Light Infantry, Dorset Regiment, North- 
amptonshire Regiment, Durham Light Infantry, and Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders, The transport is due to reach 
Bombay on Jan. 9.—Captain the Hon. J. R. L. Yarde- 
Buller, 2nd Scots Guards, has been appointed Aide-de- 
Camp to Field-Marshal the Duke of Connaught, Inspector- 
General of the Forces.—Colonel Carey has completed his 
term of service in command of the 2ad Battalion Highland 
Light Infantry, and is succeeded by Major Dickins, second 
in command of the battalion.—The new battle-ship King 
Edward V II, will commission as flag-ship of the Atlantic 
(late Channel) Fleet on Feb. 7, and will fly the flag 
of Viee-Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, receiving the 
erew of H.M.S. Cesar, which replaces the Royal. Oak 
as second flag-ship of the Channel (late Home) Fleet.—The 
Admiralty have lost no time in constituting the new reserve 
*quadrons which are to be in readiness at each of the home 
ports. Orders have been given for the ships to commission 
on Jan. 8. The squadrons will be composed as follows :— 
Portsmouth: The battle-ships Canopus and Prince George, 
the cruisers Powerful, Terrible, Indefatigable, Latona, 
Pandora, Europa, Eclipse, King Alfred, amd Spartiate. 
Devonport: The battleships Barfleur and Hood, the 
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chairman on notes supplied by Lawson, the Judge said he 
could see no reason for the dinner being given at all, and 
for the report which was spread far and wide in the finan- 
cial newspapers, unless it was to induce the public to buy 
shares in the company.

They 
found Hooley not guilty, but Lawson guilty of making 
false statements. Lawson was sentenced to twelve months 
hard labour, but was released on bail of £6000, pending 
the decision of the Court for Crown Cases Heserved on а 
point of law. 


Remarkable Suit for Separation.-In the 
Divorce Court Sir Francis Jeune began the bearing of a 
petition for. judicial separation brought by Mrs. Ada 
Croft Anas her husband, Mr. Septimus Croft, a stock- 
jobber, living at St. Margaretsbury, near Ware, on the 
ground of cruelty. · Mr. Duke, K.C., appeared for petitioner, 
and Mr. Lawson Walton, K.C., for respondent.

Leytonstone Murderer Sentenced, — At the 
Old Bailey, last week, William Hoffman was sentenced to 
death for tbe murder of Helen Walden at Leytonstone. 
Hoffman арӣ his brother were coal-merchants, and the 
murdered girl was employed by them as housekeeper 
after 
several denials, admitted having taken the money, which 
she had given to & soldier and а girl friend. On the day 
following this admission, Walden was found dead in the 
cellar with her throat cut. Hoffman had disappeared, but 
subsequently he gave himself up at Dover, where he said 
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he had gone to look for the soldier. 'The defence was that 
the murderer was insane, and Dr. Scott, of Brixton Prison, 
who had had Hoffman under observation, 
opinion that he was of unsound mind at the 
murder. When asked by Mr. Justice Darling if he bad 
nnything to say why the death sentence should not be 
passed upon him, Hoffman replied: “I think it a very 
great shame tbat after а man has been robbed of £300 he 
should have his life taken in this way. I treated the girl 
to the best of everything, and I think it is the greatest 
shame that I should have my life taken away.”

Vicar's Death in Church.--The Rev. Walter 
Abbott, Vicar of Paddington, while conducting service at

Death was apparently due to sudden failure of the heart. 
For nearly thirty years the Rev. Walter Abbott, M.A., had 
occupied the position of Vicar of Paddington, having taken 
up the living in 1876. He took his degree from Christ 
Church, Cambridge, and became a deacon of the Church in 
1861, being ordained priest in the following year. His first 
and only curacy was at Swanwick, Derbyshire, which he 
held from 1864-5, becoming Vicar of St. Martin, Lincoln, in 
the latter year.

DMITTING that Woolwich Arsenal had nothing 
very great to beat ia Notts County, it would be 
an injustice tc the Plumstead Club to attempt to 
minimise z great victory.

Sowing Cucumber Seed. 

The time has now arrived when those who intend to be 
fuirly early with cucumbers must set about the sowing of 
the This is a work little understóod by growers, 
says a writer in the Market Gardener. All those who grow 
early cucumbers should have a small propagating-house 
12 ft. or 2016. long and about 11 ft. broad, in which there 
is а great command of heat maintained at small expense. 
The house should be fitted with a plunge-bed, arranged 
over a water-tank in which two or three 4in. pipes lie. 
Many sow their seed in boxes. We do not object to this 
provided the boxes are not too large. Six inches wide and 
12 in. long is large enough for the purpose, and 3 in. deep. 
We have always found, however, that we have obtained 
the best results in early work from the use of small pots,
